All 
the people, in fact, had a holiday look 
in their eyes, and the exhibition went 
off as happy as a well arranged mar¬ 
riage. Those who live milee from a 
neighbor enjoyed the change of be¬ 
ing in a crowd anti for a “vera con¬ 
siderable period," as Harry Lauder 
would say, the three rooms of the 
Primary School were taxed to capa¬ 
city. The people were in a good 
natured mood and took kindly, to 
various inconveniences. No pink 
lemonade was on sale and peanuts 
were not in evidence, but many ar¬ 
ticles not mentioned in the Encyclo¬ 
paedia Brittanica held a prominent 
place in the show. Two ferocious 
bunnies, imported from Zanzibar, and 
carried by airship across the ocean 
were exhibited by Charlie Carson and 
these quadrupeds were given a special 
prize. A special prize was awarded 
Willie Butchart for constructing a 
similar machine to that which is used 
on a farm on the planet Mara. An¬ 
other young inventor exhibited some¬ 
thing in the nature of a telegraph in¬ 
strument, and in the handicraft work, 
the milking stools and bird oops 
showed a considerable improvement 
over last year’s exhibits, both in num¬ 
ber and design. 

Special mention should be made of 
map work shown by the pupils of 
Thigh high school. While the prize 
list did not call for such work, the 
committee is only too glad to ack¬ 
nowledge such exhibits. The map 
work would seem an improved way 
of teaching geography and It is to be 
hoped that the teachers from the 
various schools, as well as the pupils 
were able to examine this work. 

Alston school put in a few fine 
specimens of drawing and Harvey 
school took first place in lettering 
and stood high in the writing. Red 
Cross and Ensign, took a fair share 
of the awards, and Sunset Valley con¬ 
tributed even better this year than 
last. In the exhibits of vegetables, 
Vulcan schools showed the largest 
nurnM. .at .oxhibitar- but -dirtJod j 
honors with the outlying schools. 

A more completed report will be 
given in next week’s paper, and the 
prize list will be published. The com¬ 
mittee is endeavoring to do a little 
more collecting before awarding the 
prizes. Each district was assessed 
ten dollars, but the sum ought to be 
at least twenty. However as the year 
is not a favorable one from a financial 
standpoint, the committee is endeav¬ 
oring to keep the awards within the 
limits of its means and as the Fair 
gets better under way, more liberal 
prizes can be given. 

The judges from Claresholm per¬ 
formed their work in a satisfactory 
manner. The task assigned is a dif¬ 
ficult one and the time for judging 
limited, and the judges are to be com¬ 
plimented for the way they handled 
the work. 

The sports proved an Interesting 
item and showed that the children are 
in good physical trim; also that there 
is no danger of race suicide so far as 
the Vulcan district is concerned.

The Contenders are more than 
ever before, and the several circum¬ 
stances and conditions aie unusual, 
making a forecast of the result an 
impossibility, or at least a positive 
uncertainty. The time between tht 
present and the day of voting is sul-.

In cities and towns of over 
2600 population, a person to be allow¬ 
ed to vote must have his or her name 
entered on the voters’ list before elec¬ 
tion day. 

In towns and villages of 2,500 or

Shipping horses from Albtrta to 
the West Indies will not be a real suc¬ 
cess until the costs are materially re¬ 
duced according to J. D. Smith of the 
Department of Agriculture, who has 
returned from a summer’s mission to 
Trinidad in charge of a trial shipment 
•of forty-five horses bought by the de¬ 
partment in the southern part of the 
province. 

It costs an average of $175 per head 
to buy and land the horses in the 
Trinidad market, and they sold at an 
average of $200 per head. While 
there was thus a safe margin for the 
West Indian firm placing the order 
it is considered too small to invite 
g>oing into the business on a large 
scale under present conditions. 

Mr. Smith found, however, that 
there is a demand in the Indies for 
good horse flesh and the market may 
yet be cultivated to advantage. The 
shipment was fourteen days in transit j 
from Calgary to Halifax and another I 
fourteen days from Halifax to Port 
of Spain. This was the first time 
horse9 were ever shipped from Can- 
ada to the West Indies* They cost 
$38 each in Calgary and the trans-1 
pottat ion charges were therefore four 
times their original value.
